GUEST EDITORIAL 
Ever since the discovery of the vacuum tube and the birth of 


‘amateur radio, we have been plagued with problems resulting 
from the proximity of neighbors; nomham neighbors, who are 
ignorant and apathetic about our hobby and the service we 
render. ‘Throughout the years, amateurs have been on the 
receiving end of restrictive laws covering antennas, lawsuits 
frising from alleged TVI, etc. Most of these harassments have 
been beaten back by us, but at great financial and moral ex- 
Yet the disturbances go on. 

‘Much thought has been given as to how to prevent further 
attacks directed at us from outsiders. This in turn has led us to 
aan interesting theory and a solution to resolving these crimes. 
‘There appears to be a direct proportion between the number of 
lawsuits, disabling legislation, etc, and the amount of public 
service activity, andthe resulting publicity generated from such 
activity, ina local community. In other words there appears to 
te less trouble in those Florida communities that have an active 
local club and Public Service Corps. Where amateurs are active 
in providing needed communication services and at the same 
time are able to tell their story to the public through the news 
media, less problems are apparent. 

‘Without naming names and specific communities, the various 
legal problems hams have faced, and have been fully reported 
an these pages duting the past year, have occurred in com- 
‘munities with a weak or nonexistent public service organization. 
If'your neighbor knows who you are and what you stand for, then 
maybe he won'tbe soeager to ilea huge lawsuit against you for 
Gisrupting “HeeHaw" If community. leaders know what 
Smateur Fado as group can provide daring an emergency, 
then they will be less willing to enact restrictive convenances 
against ou iy foot tower and forty meter beam. 

in short this is an appeal for those of you whose entire 
amateur career ig limited to chasing counties and collecting 
‘Certificates, to, once ina while, help out at a shopping center 
‘exhibit, or become 8 communicator reporting snags in a long 
parade. When the big wind comes again this fall, you won't be 
much help, if all you can do is collect wallpaper. Contact your 
Emergency Coordinator. If your county doesn’t have an 
Emergency Coordinator then organize an emergency group 
yourself and become an EC. We must let the public know that we 
Sire not in business just to cause TVI, but are extremely vital in 
providing communications in disasters. Before you become the 
ext target of a lawsuit, get with itin public service.
